‘$13,000,000 For 
‘Provincial Roads 


Present indications are that the 
whole appropriation of $13,000,000 
| for highway improvements in Alberta 
this year will be expended, according 
to Hon, W, A. Fallow, Minister of 
Public Works, 

While the province embarked upon 
an extensive program of grading, 
gravelling and hard surfaciig in the 
spring of 1947 it was realized that 
unfavorable weather conditions that 
other factors shad interfered with 
operations on many projects and pro- 
gress was delayed, 

The Minister has informed officials 
of the Alberta Motor Association that 
there is every prospect of the whole 
appropriation b'eing expended 
through the various commitments 
made in numerous contracts. In a 
number of cases the _work will not 
be completed until construction is 
resumed next spring. t 

Over a long period of years, the 
A.M.A, has stressed the need of high- 
way improvements, bringing the 
roads to a standard that will compare 
favorably with tourist highways else- 
where, This year it appears that the 
outlays for various projects will 
exceed=the amount of revenue esti- 
mated from motor and truck licenses 
and the gasoline tax. 

'Tlhe provincial government also is 
expected to propose at the next ses 
sion of the legislature that the high- 
way appropriation for 1948 should 
be at least as much as that voted 
for the current year. This would 
mean at least $8,000,000 for surfacing 
of main highway routes, for which 
two cents of the nine cent gasoline 
tax is ear-marked, 
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Cancer Service 


Over 180 cancer patients have been 
served by the new Cancer Dressing 
Service of the Albrta Branch of the 
Canadian Cancer Soviety, which com- 
menced operations last January, it 
is revealed in a report issued by the 
society. Active service is being given 

jn Edmonton Calgary, Medcine Hat, 
‘| Lethbridge and Drumheller, — while 
the remainder of the cases cover the 
province from the Peace River to the 
border. The only service of its kind 
in Canada, the Cancer Service which 
operates from the head quarters of the 
branch in Calgary under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. N, S. Symons, RB.N,, 
provides free dressings to all cancer 
patients in the province. This is a 
home dressing service and is not ex- 
tended to patients in hospitals. 

The approximate cost of the service 
since its inception has been about 
$6,500, Assistance over an extendcd 
period is being given to the dress- 
ing service by numerous. volunteer 
groups, amongst these being the 
Catholic Women’s League, the Ladies 
Auxiliary of the United Travellers, 
the American Women’s Club and 
groups of graduate nurses. 

It is emphasized by the society in 
its report that the service is entirely 
free and dressings may be secured 
upon application, ’ 

Numerous letters from patients now 
fully recovered indicate that the ser- 
vice is filling a definite need in the 
comfort and vare of both terminal 
and convalscent cancer patients,
